— Ilaubridgo was an easy wln- 
iu*r of tho Mt. Voriiou Hamlioap this aftornoon 
from Stanloy Fay and Apacho. Rated in tlio early 
sta;;es In* went to the front easily when ealW on on 
the baekstreteh and the result was never afterwards 
in doubt. .Stanley Fay was haudioapix'd slightly 
from tho faet that the track was slow from early 
nioriiiii^ rains and to finish in the place he had to 
run a j;aiue race. King’s Daughter, the one to make 
th«* early j>ace, weakened badly and it was Apache 
that took third money. S. C. Hildreth scratched 
Ixdli Uestigouche and Firestone, having shipped his 
string to Sarati^a during the afteruoou. Others 
that deciiiMHl the issue were Magazine, Melisande 
and Fauntleroy. 

The comi^anion feature to the Mt. Vernon was 
the Demoiselle Stakes, Avhich went to W. G. Yauke’s 
Kmmd the World, the filly that was shipped ba<-k 
here from Saratoga for the running. She was the 
ehwtest-pric«‘d winner of the day and scort'd by only 
a narrow margin. She showeil wonderful speetl in 
the early stages, but was <piitting at the end and 
Herlx'rt, who rode her. finally went from a pull to 
a drivi*. In the last furlong the filly stumbled badly 
ami she was all but caught by K. F. Carman’s 
Herizon, the one that raced second all the way. 
Close finishes prevailed, 8al Volatile 8Ci»riug by a 
nose, while DuesLkm Mark figured in a close fit with 
The Peer. 

J. K. .Marquette. Jr., announced today that l»efore 
the races <hi Wednes<lay he would disiK>sc of all 
his hors(‘s at public auction. 

Fitz lIerlM*rt will be a starter in the tsaratoga 
Haiidhap Thursday. He v.'as shipped to the Spa 
from Fort Erie when It was fi»uud tlmt the Canadian 
meeting had l>eou postimned, and should arrive at 
Saratoga temight.

The sliipment will include Winter- 
gr«H*n, the Kentucky Derby winner of ItMiP; Ueini- 
liurse. Romp. Hughes. Marathon. Imprudeut and the 
two-year-olds. .Ma 3 *i>r Head, Lottery Man, Forehead. 
I^'lle of Brittany and Wishiug Ring. The big band 
of yearlings owned by Mr. Resia-ss will not be 
bronglit here with the racing string, but will remain 
uciir Cincinnati until time to pick out those which 
Mill Ik* utilized for winter racing at Juarez. The 
owii»*r of Dick Welles will take a full carload of 
horws across the lander next XovemlH*r, as he Ih*- 
lieves the Mexico track will, the coming season, be 
the scene of one of the mo-st successful wiuter rntvt- 
ings ever held. 

Mr. Respess has a nice lot of yearlings and his 
liand «»f weanlings he regards as the la*st he ever 
>>wned. Anmng th«*m are six colts and one filly by 
Dick Welles, as follows: Chestnut colt, dam Mary 

Lnvanti. by St. Andrew: chestnut c<dt. dam Miss 
Melton, by .Melton; black colt, dam RememlK*r Me, 
l»y Mac<*o: <*hestnut colt, dam M’inter. by Exile: 
chestnut colt, dam Bessie Sitahr. by The Commoner; 
tda<*k colt, dam Lass of Langdeu. by St. Carlo: 
chestnut filly, dam Shawana, by The C(»mmoner. 
The dams of tlu*se yimngsters were all winmMs and. 
though only a short while in the stud, two of them 
have already attained distinction, us pnalucers. Win- 
ter tK*iiig the «lam of a Kentucky I>erb.v winner and 
Lass of Langdeii the dam of those two good racers, 
La«l of laingdeu and Bruce Rice. 

Mr. Respess also has s«'v«*ral foals !*y Marathon, 
which wi*re droppt^l last spring, but he only mated 
that horse with five mares in 19h9 and bred him 
only to a few this year. Marathon will be trained 
again, but when he is tiiially through racing Mr. 
Res|M*ss w’lll give him every chatice in the stud and 
looks for him to prtwe a su<*cessful sire by mating 
him with daughters of Dick Welles. 

'rije stable of T. C. Mcllowell will Ik* shipped to 
Chiiwhill Downs after the clo.se of the Saratoga 
meeting. Bt*sidcs King’s Daughter. Ellen-a-Dale. 
Hnck and B<*rwick. Mr. McDowell will also race 
here sonn* two y<*ar-olds which have lM*en turm*d out 
at Ashland Stud since last June. Among these is 
the Allan a Ikile coll. Fn*mier, and the filly. Atten- 
tive. I»y the same sire, both of which were winners 
in the early spring at the Kentucky Association 
meeting. He will also race Hina, the Ha.stings and 
Monarka filly, ihe c<»mlng fall. lima is his 1911 
Kentip'ky Oaks candidate. The Oaks is a race in 
which >Ir. .McDowell has been esjK*cially fortun.ale. 
h.aviiig c'lptured it in 1899 with Rush, In l!Ma} with 
King’s Daughter and in llMtS with Ellen-a-Dalc. 

INTERESTING DECISION IN FRENCH COURTS.

The judgment was to the effect that money staked 
ou the r.acr* (*ould not Ik* r«K*overed. It im*ludcd a 
r»atenunt of tlie |M>sition which the state takes iu 

• .Hatter of lK*ttiug. 

Tlic d:*clsion gm*s on to say that the starter had. 

- ordlng to his right, held that the start given 
piTi-uld IK* maintained, so as not to sacrifice the 
&^o« kevs who liad olK*y«*d the signal for th<».se whr» had 
^ hesitated. iK'lieving it a false start. That, more- 
over. Iran* of tin* parties especially interested (pro- 
prieOirs. traiin*rs or .hK*k«*ys) had nuide auy claim, 
as they had a right to do if they thought the race 
improperly lK*gnn. 

Tlie court held also that the coni|»laiuer, in be tting 
with the pari-mutuel, knew ]>erfectly well that he 
was iK*t only liable to s«*e his horse* lose, but also 
to see him b*ft lK*hind at the jK»st.

RACE HORSES THAT HAVE PROVED PAYING INVESTMENTS 



Notwithstanding the great falling off iu stake values that has marked American racing of the past few 
.vears, the |k>sscssJou of a good race horse continues an excellent business proimsition. While tlie oppor- 
tunities for rolling up the enormous w’innlngs that rewarded the owners of successful horses iu the period 
of years ending with 1!H)7 have been curtailed, there still remain many stakes that are w'ell worth striving 
L r and the winning of a single one of which w’ould more than rec*>mpense an owper for the expense and 
cure of training ami racing a horse. 

Not all horses are stake* winners, however, and it does not necessarily follow that because a horse is 
incapable of winning stakes that he cannot be made a profitable business investment. The subjoined list 
of horses — all now five-year-olds and still iu active service — contains the names of many that are only 
selling jdaters, yet all have already won for their owners amounts in excess pf $5,000, and some of them 
an aggregate far In excess of tiiat amount. 

S. C. Hildreth’s handicap horse. King James, makes the most impressive showing of any of the horses 
embraced in the list. This good son of Plaudit — Unsightly has already wmi enough to ensure him a place 
among the great winners of the American turf, his total to date iK'iiig the handsome sum of Ji;i01,800. And 
lie is still seemingly .giKxl fw several st*asons of service as a racer. Among other notable winners in the 
list are Ed Alvey’s Pinkola. $37,710; Mr. Hildreth’s Firestone and Restigouebe, $37. and $30,970. re- 
spectively; F. A. Forsythe’s Dorante, $.30,328, and TVilliam Walker’s Stanley Fay. $.34,705. All of these 
horses, together with others that are enumerated 1k*1ow’. already have earned many times their original cost, 
idiis the amount expended for their development and keep, and are likely to still further increase the sum 
total of tlieir winnings before their usefulness ou the race course ceases. The figures apiieuded are up to 
aud including the racing of July 29:

Tlie alter- 
cation w’as dm* to an impromjitn collision between 
the lK*lligerents as they weri^ hurrying in opiiosite 
directions. It was the first hit of trouble seen <ni 
a local race track s1ik*o the alleged taiokniakers were 
raided at Brighton Beach two years ago, and it was 
also the first mixup ever recorded inside the Yonk- 
ers race course, a faet that prompted this comment 
by Chief TVoIff of the ’Yonkers polici* d<?partment: 

“Because* of statements mad<* by certain law and 
onh*r peo{)le I was led to .believe that some fre- 
qm‘ut(*rs of the race track were inclined to be dis- 
orderly, but after <*onstant and careful observation 
every day at the Empire City track 1 have l>een un- 
able to detect one act of disorder, barring this little 
sera |» which was quickly siqipressed by the Pinker 
tons *lK*fore my men had a chance to interfere. 1 
am not defending bi*ttiiig or racing, mind .vou, but 
I am willing to give credit where it Is due. You 
can say for me that during this meeting I have 
heard no profanity, have seen no intoxicated p«*rs<»ns 
inside the track ami have been surprised by the 
general good b«*havl«»r of everyliodv. .My men Lave 
been umk*r strict orders to enforce the liettlng law' 
as interpreted by the Court of Appeals, ami to 
arrest auy person found violating It. But the regu- 
lar race track d«*tectives have lK*en so vigilant that 
we have lK*en unable to secure tin* sliglitest bit of 
Ineriniiuating evidence. It has Ik***h ebarl.v demon- 
strated. I think, that ra«i»-go«*rs are im»re than 
anxious to help the authorities iu the euforcenieiit 
of the law,” 

The distrb't attorn<*y of West«-hesler <!oiiiity and 
several assistants have al.so Ik*«*ii favorably im- 
pressed by the iK'liavlor of tin* crowds ut Empire 
City. They say that tin* law bus been obeyed to 
the letter and that there has been no cause for in- 
terferenee. Sht*rlff Kelicrp of TVest«ln*ster also ex- 
pressos .satisfaetiou w’itli the way affairs have been 
conducted at the track and wishes to have tho fact 
made known. 

WINTER CAMPAIGN FOR HILDRETH HORSES. 

New York, .Tuly .30. — S. (3 Hildreth has decided 
to race his horses next winter instead of resting 
them in winter quarters in the east, as he did last 
whiter. Fitz Hertiert and Dalmatian probably will 
not be required to do imieh racing, if any. but King 
James and the rest of 'the Hildreth string will be 
kept, busy. Mr. Hildreth Is rerireseiited as lieing 
I'Pdeeideil at pr»*s«‘nt lM*tween Oakland and Juarez 
a.s tin* .«eem* of his winter campaign. King James 
will get a rest until the time comes for his prepara- 
tion for winter racing. 



P. T. CH0N IS SUSPENDED 

PROMINENT OWNER ONE OF SEVEN AFFECTED 
BY CANADIAN RULING. 

^ 

Four Jockeys, a Valet and a Clocker Included in Sus< 
I>ension Meted Out as Result of Investigation 
Made by Judges Price and Nelson. 



Buffalo, N. Y,, July 30. — A sensational ruling, 
reminding turfmen of one b,r Capt. James Rees at 
New Orleans several years ago, was handed tlowu 
by Judges Charles F. Price and Francis Nelson this 
afternoon. Tlie judicial action came as an after- 
math of the Caper Sauce-Mill on the Hoss, the Mon- 
ereif-Redwine and the Dr. Koch-Dr. Heard races 
run recently at Windsor, and brought suspeusion to 
jockeys Pease, Palms, J. Henry and P. Kclleher; 
George Kell.v, a valet; Coley Tlioiiipson, a clocker, 
aud owner P. T. Chinn. 

Kelleher’s suspension W'as for an alleged fraudu- 
lent ride on the Jumper, Dr. Hedrd, In a steeple- 
chase race won by Dr. Koch. In the race previous to 
the one in question Kelleher rode Dr. .Heard and led 
to the last fence, where his mount fell. The horse 
was heavily sup|)orted at a long price, but in his 
next effort, and ruling favorite. Dr. Heard had no 
Sliced and figured In a sorry exhibition. Osage was 
alleged to be the “nominee” in this race and was 
hacked from 4 to 1 to 11 to 5, but' did no better 
than finish second. Kelleher claimed that he was 
told to ride a waiting race, but this xvas refuted by 
trainer George Cochran, who said that he instructed 
Kelleher to. go ou and ride in the same maimer as 
liefore, when Dr. Heard led his field until he fell. 
Kelleher also claimed that the horse had a hemor- 
rliage after he fell, 'but this w'as denied by Dr. Mc- 
Queen, w'Iki sairl that he examined Dr. Heard and 
advised his owner to start the horse, as he was in 
fine eoiiditiou. 

*riie troutiles of Pease arose from his handling of 
Woiidlaiie on .July 18, lw*sides the part he played 
In the Cai»er Sauce j-aee of July 22. In the fonm^r 
ease WrKMllnne rei'edtHl iu the b«*ttlng and Pease’s 
effort was lamentably weak. He gave as a'.i excuse 
for Ills Caiier Sauce failure that he was cautioned by 
trainer Siimms not to use his whip. The judges were 
satisfiiMl that Pease delib<*ratel.v pulled Caiier Sauce. 
Starter Dade told the judges that when the break 
came Pease pulled tow'ards the outside fence, carry- 
ing other horses with him, and on the backstiX*teU 
he permitted Mill ou the Floss to steal away into 
a seven-lengths lead. Rounding the stn*teh turn 
Pease released his hold on Caper Sauce and the latter 
moved up stoutly, but in tbe homestretch and more 
»'.*<l)cclally in the final sixteenth he again took 
up. Evidence was produced which slimved that Mus- 
grave, who rode Mill on the Floss, had been offered 
$2.">0 to will. When asked by the judges if this was 
true Musgrave at first denied it, but afterward said 
that a valet had offered him that amount iu the 
event that he won. After the third race had been 
run that day .Tndgo Price again asked Musgrave 
if he had succeeded in remeniliering what valet had 
made the offer, but his memory still needed prompt- 
ing and he w'as told that if he w'as unable to refresh 
his m<*nior.v by the last race he would lie suspendeil. 
.\fter the rae«*s 'Musgrave sought out the judges and 
admitted that he liad told an imtriith when he said 
that he did not know* the name of the |iarty who had 
approached him, and th<*n stated that it was his own 
valet, Aaron Hes|er, wiio had made the offer. The 
latter claimed that the projiosition was made by 
Cole.v Tliomiisou, who was ^«ui|)|>os»k 1 to Ik* acting for 
Jos4*ph Yeager. Mr. Yeager denied this, elalming 
that he never proniiseil Musgmve anything for win 
iiiiig. either direetl.v or indirectly. Tlionipson said 
at first that he had not been in the pHdd<K*k, but 
afterward he remembered that he had gone to that 
enclosure to i*ollect some money that a valet bor- 
roweil from him to buy sandwiches. Yeager ad- 
mitted that he had wagered on Mill on the F’loss 
and gave as a reason that he thought i'-aper Sauce to 
lie sour ami sore. Musgrave afterwanl asked the 
judges if he might ae«***pt the $2.30 for winning 
ami was told that it was a contravention of the 
rules to accept money from anyone except the 

owner of the horse. 

Peasi* claimed that he had lieeii told that Mill on 
the Floss had lost her sjk*imI and tliat he was not to 
hurry his mount in th«* early stages of the race. 

The next day J, W. Schorr suggested that Pease 
Ik* given another opiiortuiiity of telling what he 
knew, and when t!;e boy was asked if he had ever 

lieen approached to pull a horse, lo* said that at 

Hamilton W. A. BurttschvH bad asked him to place 
(kainey K. This brought Mr, Biirttschell into the 
matter, and in tho course of his examination ht* 
stated that he had been approaclo*d at Windsor the , 
day that lie won with Fort Worth and ('ooney K.. 
and that lo* was aske«l to place the latter and |K*niiit 
Stafford to win. and ti it Mr. riiinii would have Red- 
wine placed aiyl permit Fort Worth to win. 

Jockey Palms’ handling * f Mom*n*if In liis race 
was so palpabl,v bad that he was snHpeiid<*d lK*fore 
he dismountcf?. Tbe boy deii!t*d that lo* pulled the 
horse, but said that (oHUge Kell.v. valet for jwkey 
Henry, bad offered him $1»H» to pull to Redw'Ine. 
Henry .McDaniel, trainer of .Moiiereif, was not satis- 
fied with Palms’ rule and said that the tsiy appar- 
ently made no effort. Palms said that w'hen he was 
aiiproaeheil by Kelly, be asked who was lieliind the 
scheme, hut tliat Kelly made no n*iily. Palms was 
eonfroiited by Kelly, who made a gem*ral denial and 
said that he never even ^isike to Palms ou the day 
ill onestion. 

Jo<*key Goldstein, who ro<h* Teddy Bear in a 
nmbb-n raiK*. told his einiilo.ver. A. G. Weston, that 
lo* had lK*eii offered $20o to permit Elmeta Hamil- 
ton to win and afterward repeat<*i! the sano* story 
to Ed MiKire. a clocker. lioldstein left fpr New 
York oil the closing day of the Windsor meeting, 
but returned and gave the above testimony. Gold- 
stein claimed tiiat be bad at first been offered $10f» 
by Henry and that afterward, while on the way to 
tlie post. Henry said that S. A. Cloptou would give 
him $21M> if he w'oiild pnll. 

P. T. riiiiin eiiten*^! a general denial against th» 
charges and offer»*d to make an affidavit that he had 
no dealing either dire<*tlv or imllreetly w’ith either 
Palms. Burttseliell or Goldsteiii. 

Mr. Clontoii al.so denied that he bad ever made any 
offers either for himself or .Mr. riiinn. The officials 
Iiave missed the eases on to the Cunadiaii Racing 
.\ssfKlations for final action. 

Albert Simons, trainer for .Tolin W. Schorr, was 
also called upon aud w.as questioned bv tli*- officials, 
but no action In his case or thiit of S. A. (’lofiton 
was taken. .Tndge Price will remain here a couple 
of days before* leaving for Atlantic City. 

Horsemen and raee-gm*rs who have congregated 
here in aiitfclpatiion of the meeting which was to 
have opened at Fort Erie this afternoon are in a 
qnaiidarv. No deffnite ilate has lM*eii set for the op<*n- 
iiig and all depends upon liie settlement of the 
Grand Trunk strike. The general opinion Is that If 
u settlement is not niadi* by Tuesday or Wednesday 
next. th«* meeting will be postiKUied until Octolier.
